The following is an Advisory action in response to the After Final Amendment 
filed by the applicant on July 17, 2006. Claims 7-24 are pending. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The Examiner notes the amendments filed for claims 7 and 19 and agrees that 
the changes are minor and do not impact the meaning of the claim limitations. 

Response to Arguments 

3. The Examiner has fully considered the applicant's arguments with respect to 
page 12 of the Remarks, concerning claims 7, 13 and 19 and the process for specifying 
a server to which the absence response information is to be provided, but it is deemed 
not persuasive. The Examiner asserts that Bilbrey et al (US 2002/0103932) does teach 
specifying a server to which the absence response information is to be provided, as 
noted in paragraphs 38-39, where the recipient specifies whether or not to share the 
new address information with the server. See also Figure 20. Therefore since it is 
specified as to whether or not the information is shared with the server, it cannot always 
receive the list as indicated in the Remarks on page 10, second paragraph. In 
paragraph 39 it teaches that the recipient receives a message from the server or 
sponsor and can specify whether the address information is to be updated and shared 
by the server with other Sponsors, wherein the Sponsors represent certain listings of e- 
mail addresses. Therefore the specifying is based on the extracted message address 
since the recipient would receive the message request for sharing information from the 
server or the sponsor for a certain sponsor or address.
